CHURCH UNITY. 
IT IS NOT NECESSARILY UNIFORMITY. 
Te the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 
Cuicaao, Oct. 20.—Will you kindly allow me 
. to contribute my mite to the interesting discus- 
sion on Church unity now going on in your 
columns ? 

Bishop Haven has, I think, been unguarded 
in respect to the supposed Erasmus consecra- 
tion. He should not have furnished his oppo- 
nent so keen a weapon as that apocryphal trans- 
action. The question of Church unity, how- 
ever, does not turn upon this prvot; for the 
Greek, the Roman, and the Anglican Churches 
have all a succession of some sort m the Epis- 
copate, and yet they are not united. 

The point which most interests the Christian 
world of to-day is not so much, it appears to 
me, whether Wesley was or was not consecrated 
Biahop, as whether the Episcopate is an office 
or an order: not, whether the various ecclesias- 
tical establishments shall be confederated to- 
gether in visible organic unity—frozen into one 
compact solid mass—but whether the unity 
desired—and, thank God! itis very generally 
desired—may not rather be reached and sub- 


ee ee and every regularly consti- 


Christ, no matter how distinct their forms, or 
how diverse their modes of organization. 

Were La Methodist, I should say that it is of 
no consequence whatever to prove that Wesley 
was or was not ordained a Bishop by Erasmus. 
Tae New Testament—the supreme authority in 
a/l snch cases—recognizes nowhere the order of 
Bishops as superior to, or distinct from, Presby- 
ters. It only knows the office. That office the 
Father of Methodism appears to have exercised 
of necessity (to an extent such as but few men 
have exer it) under the providentiai cir- 
cumstances in which be found himself. For 
him that necessity had no law; aod, hke Luther 
before the Diet of Worms, he couid do no other- 
wise. So, also, in the Anglican Church. COran- 
mer and his confreres, from whom the Episcopal 
Church in this country derives whatever of ec- 
clesiastical authority it may possess, were ex- 
communicated by the Church of Rome. They 
proceeded, nevertheless, in the discharge of 
their functions just as though nothing had hap- 
pened, and justas Bishop Cummins ‘now pro- 
ceeds, notwithstanding his excommunication by 
that excommunicated communion! The fruits 
of Wesley's work may be safely appealed to as 
bis jastification. Even the High Church Bisho 
of Oxford felt constrained t say that the Onurck 
of England had committed a grievous mistake in 
casting out from her bosom “ that and 
good man John Wesley.” God hes abundantly 
bleased him. 

It is passing strange that so much stress 
should be laid by Churches hoary with the froste 
of centuries, and therefore entitled to our re- 
spect, upon the exclusive claims of the Episco- 

when these have not the slightest founda- 

on in Holy Scripture, and have nothing stronger 
than ecclesiastical usage or tradition for their 
support. The form of church government is no 
more laid down in the Sacred Word than is that 
of civil government, as though the Divine 
Spint had purposely left such matters to the in- 
dividual liberty or choice of the various ecclesi- 
astical organizations, the great essential being 
the preservation of *‘the unity of the spirit ia 
the bond of peace.” * The Lord Jesus  Christ— 
strange though it may seem, if this matter be 
as important as some would make it—said not 
one word on the subject. The Aposties laid 
down no rule. The whole argument for an ex- 
clusive Episcopate is purely inferential, just as 
is that for infant baptism. It bas that value, 
and no more. 
The fact that the Methodist Church bas a form 
of consecration of Bishops would seem to have 
somewhat confused this matter,and to have 
placed that great denomination in 8 rather anom- 
alous and illogical position, viewed from the 
ene gm of high-toned Episcopacyr. The 

urch, properly spesking, does not ordain any 
man to the ministry. Sae merely, by the laying- 
on of hands, sets ber seal upon bim as on one 
approved by her, and recoguized to have been 
called of God to the sacred office. The validity, 
therefore of her acts depends not upon the 
cali or commission of the Onurch, but upon the 
call of God. Ordination is the certificate of the 
Church to the candidate’s worthiness and ortho- 
doxy, and is often erroneously given; and will 
coutinue to be so given, the claim to in fallivility 
notwithstanding.

Now, I would ask “ Prot- 
estant,” if these things be as he states them to 
be’ why should he be driven into schism for a 
matter which does *‘ not affect the faith,” for a 
slight doctrinal difference, and when (as he 
asserts) ‘‘both phases are clearly within the 
eomprehensicn of this Church”? Surely, when 


so slight a thing is the subject matter of dispute, 
' it becomes a good churchman to submit to the 
judgment of the great majority of the Church, 
rather than to say that the majority must give 
|up their opinions te suit the minority, on peril 
| of & secession. 
| One other question. A very large number of 
_ churchmen, both inthe English and Americas 
Churches, hold that the Bible, Prayer-Book, aud 
other authorized standards of the Church teach 
the doctrine of the * Real Presence.” Would 
**Protestant” be willing to tolerate this inter- 
tion? I greatly misjudge him if (to quote 
again) be would not be of the first *‘to drive off 
another part of the Church, because the latter 
cannot profess the opposite of their belief. 

In the next paragraph “ Protestant” makes a 
curious mistake, when he states that the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church declines to ‘pass any 

udgment upon the ecclesiastical status of other 
Protestant Churches.” Aboutas bigh an authority 
as we have is our Ordimal. This reads (after 
specifying that all men who diligently read the 
Holy Scriptures aud ancient authors will be 
assured of the existence from the first of the 
threefo!d ministry): ** And, therefore, to the in- 
tent that there orders may be continued, rev- 
erentiy esteemed, and used in this Church, no 
man ghall be accounted or taken to be a lawful 
Bishop, priest, or deacon in this Charch, or 
suffered to execute amy of the said functions, 
except he be called, tried, examinea, and ad- 
mitted thereunte, according to the form here- 
| after following, or hath had Episcopal consecra- 
| tion or ordination.” This w certainly plain 
enough. 

The whole question of the Apostolic succession 
is treated in (it seems io meé) a curiously wrong- 
headed way. It is assumed ag a claim of “ su- 
periority,” prejudice ig at once aroused, and the 
only result reached is an embittering of feelings 
already too excited. It should be treated simply 
as a question of fact. If, as we believe, it is an 
integral part of the Catholic faith, we should be 
traitors not only to Gcd but to man oo abate one 
jot or tittle of the claim, in order to pander to 
popular prejudice. Take as an illustration an 
Ambassador, He is duly credited to represent 
his country, to do certain aeta for it and in its 
pame. ‘Lhe country’s honor 1s in his hands, and 
he has the responsibility as well as the dignity. 
Let some other servanht of his home Government 
come to the place; shall he allow that person 
(however good may be his motives and pure hi. 
desire to serve onty his country) to interfere in 
diplomatic matters? Or wouid the good and 
true man, who yet lacked the commission heid 
by the Ambassador, accuse him of bigotry and 
arrogance because he refused to recognize the 
said good mah as co-Ambassador ”

If defensible, it is pleasing to God and pro- 
ductive of good. The question should then be, 
How ean this power,for good be cultivated and 
used to bestadvantage? We cannot talk too 
often in love to men of their soul's welfare ; we 
caunot have too much preaghing by the Hely 
Splrit ; we canaot sing too much, making melody 
in our bearta unto God ; we cannot praise Him 
too much ; we cannot rejoice too ‘much in Him ; 
we capnot bless men too much, even when tiney 
curse; we cannot too strictly do aa we would be 
done by. Soof every oiher CObristain act and 
exercise. If itbe right, then, we should en- 
courage and cnitivaie the use of singing to 
silence the ungodly. 

There might sometimes arise difficulty in de- 
termining who should be so silenced, so the 
right to start a silencing hymn should be re- 
stricted to some cool-beaded theologian. He 
might be made a regular oflicerfof the churcn, 
like deacon, vestryman, or inguisitor; or the 
theological seminaries might educate men for 
the office, and confer the degree of Censor of 
Doctrines, D.C. “We should be assigned a con- 
spicuous place in ail devotional meetings, and, if 
thoroughly impartial, he ceuld exert a wonder- 
ful influence upon the pulpit itself, and insure 
right doct:ines to whom the Lord sends to preach 
the Gospel, It might be well to give him power 
to examive those whom he suspecisa, as to 
church connections, belief, ete. ; otherwise mis- 
takes might be made, aa ail are liable as times to 
express themselves ambiguously. 

There is still a difficulty growing out of the 
wickedness of the human heart; some migut 
think themselves minunderstood, and insist upon 
explanation; or frem sheer obstinacy refuse to 
be silenced. They might bo abie to exhaust the 
yocal powers of eyen a trained choir, and thus 
drive the audience to the necessity of listening 
to contaminating remarks, or of leaving the 
house, in which case, evil would triuniph, The 
D. C. should be so empowered to eject from the 
room any person who should refuse to succumb 
after areasouable vocal humiliation. If there 
should still bo found some who should so persist 
in evil as to refuse to be cast out, a company of 
trained athletes might be kept in waiting, and 
even then Government support might be desira- 
ble to inflict deserved vupishment upon the re- 
siators of this ordinance of worshiping assem- 
bliea. 

The good of such an ordinance should not be 
confined to Christian gatherings: Singing mis- 
sionvary bavds might be organized to attend all 
meetings of ungodly men in company with the 
D, C., and there do great good in purifying pub- 
lic morais and turning men to righteousnesa. 
Satan sometimes influences so much physical 
foree, it might be necessary to go well armed. 
and to be accompanied by a goodiy number of 
able-bodied special police or disciplined soldiers. 
But the details of the work would adjust them- 
selyes. We can see its tendencies. B.

THE BIBLE IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
THE REV. ARTHUR MITOHELL’S LETTER. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 

Cutcaao, Oct. 23.—When Arthur Mitchel! says, 
as he does in his published letter to C. D. Hel- 
mer and others, that the Bible haa been “ inter- 
dicted” in the public schools, be states what he 
knows,’ or can readily find out, is not true. Any 
teacher or scholar in the public schools may take 
one, two, three, or a dozen Bibles to sebool, may 
read it before school, during intermission, or 
after school; may learn to say it by heart, 
either forwards or backwards; may sing it or 
parse it, and nobody will make the slightest ob- 
jections or interfere with their liberty concern- 
ing the Bible in any way, shape, or manner. 

The Bible will not be expelled from our schools, 
our army and navy, our courts, our Congress, or 
our asylums, for the simple reason that it is not 
by order of the Government in any of those in- 
stitutions.

and Legislatures com rily and necessari- 
ly, but this is not the fact of the case. Wit- 
nesses or Judges in our courts need not be sworn 
upon the Bibie. They are at liberty to take any 
form of oath that they consider the moet bind- 
ing on their comsciences. Even: Henry Ward 
Buecher, in his iste trial, declined to bo sworn 
upon th: Mibten.

The writer listened to the addfess of the re- 
epected gentioman in Farwell Hal! last Sunday 
afternoon. It wasa tissue of sopbistries, mis- 
statements. and miarepresentatious from begin- 
ning to end. To begin with, he stated repeat- 
edly that the laws of the United States are based 
upon the Bible. But this is not true, and the 
reverend gentieman at his age ough: to know it. 
If he honestly believes it, there is no person in 
Chicago more distresaingly m need of a course 
of education through our public schools than 
bimself, The merest tyro in education knows 
that the laws of the country are based upon the 
Conatitution, that the Constitution is \astd upon 
the principles contained im the Declaration of 
Independence, that neither of thoxe admirable 
instruments contains the faintest allusion to any 
Bible or any of the gods either ancient or mod- 
ern, and that both of them were written 
by men who scouted the idea that any 
known Bible was in any sense composed or 
authorized by the Author of the universe, His 
whole lecture was based upon the idea repeat- 
ediy expressed that the mythology of the Jews 
and Christians was “ God’s Word,” but this is 
not true, bowever repeatedly or vehomently Mr. 
Mitchell may aseert it. The Bible contains the 
most overwhelming evidence within itself that 
it is not *‘ God's Word,” but man’s word, and the 
word of men of very questfonable characters at 
that. If Mr. Mitchell and his followers doubt 
or disbelieve this, let them challeage whoever 
can to meet them in open public debate and 
prove it to them beyond all possible question or 
controversy, and their wish will be immediately 
gratified. . 

The utter unfairness of the proceedings last 
Suoday at Farwell Hail was shown by the man- 
ner of vote taken at the close of the lecture on 
the question of appointing a committee to visit 
the Board of Education to ask them to recan- 
sider their action. Those in favor of the motion 
were asked to rise up in their seats. A good 
many roag, and, without calling for a vote on 
the other side of the question, the vote was pro- 
nounced unanimous. Still further, a gentleman 
rose and stated that bis objections to the use of 
the Bible in the schools would vanish provided 
that Mr. Mitchell would show that the Book was 
actually *‘God’s Word,” but he was summarily 
squeiched by Mr. Mitchell, who proposed an im- 
mediate adjournment, and his efforts were sec- 
onded by the mover of the resolution, who 
drowned all voieeas by commencing to sing the 
Doxology. There is but little doubt that who- 
ever should ventgre to call into question a single 
statement that Mr. Mitchell may make, next Sun- 
day evening, at the Union Park Congregational 
Church, would be as promptly hustled out or ex- 
tinguished ; but, with a free press to combat his 
ideas, the superstitions of the reverend gentic- 
man cannot travel very far, vor do much mis- 
chief in the commubity. 

Mr. Mitchell is unnecessarily alarmed, and he 
mistakes the temper of the. people when he says 
that the citizens of Chicago demand that the 
Lible of any sect or nation shall be placed back 
in the public gebools. I venture to say that, if 
ever comes to an open vote, that while the people 
of Chicago will rally unanimonsly around the pub- 
lic-school system as the very best guarantee of 
the future welfare and tranquillity ef the Re- 
public, they will vote almest.as unanimously 
that the Biples of all nations, and religions :

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CATHOLICISM AND FREE SCHOOLS. 
ENGLISH OPINION OF PRESIDENT GRANT'S SPEDCH. 

Hardly any public utterance of the decade bas 
caused the wide-spread comment that has been 
provoked by President Grant's speech at Des 
Moines. Not only has it been widely diseussed 
in the President's constituency, bui the leading 
English papers have given it attention and ap- 
proval. The London Hour places the Presiden: 
in the highest notch of its approval in the fol- 
lowing article : 

The President of the United States is notably the 
most reticent of rulers, Gen. Grant has made but few 
speeches, and written fow letters; but his actions have 
formed the text for voluminous histories and in- 
numerable speeches. Itis therefore reasonable that 
when the President ‘does give utterence to his senti- 
ments, that the attention of the public is aesured. The 
President is reported to have made a speech of more 
than usual significance last Thursday at Des Moines, 
la. When the statesmen of America desire to give ut- 
terance to important sentiments they always seek a 
rostrum in the heart of the country, not in cities 
of the Atlantic 

The editor here quotes the speech as it was 
telegraphed, and says: 

The President alludes plainly to a contest with the 
Roman Catholic Church for dominion over the educa- 
tion of the rising generation im America, and the 
President at least equals the German Emperor in 
throwing down the gauntlet to the Church of Rome 
tor the sovereignty of free education within the juris- 
diction of his administration. There are some prin- 
ciples so dear to the American people that they will 
freely shed their blood and treasure for their mainte 
nance. Among these are freedom of speech, freedom 
of religion, freedom of the Presa, the common-school 
system of education, the public-land system of divid- 
ing the public domain in amal! portions amongst actu- 
ai cultivators, and equal privileges of all men to par- 
ucipete im the Government whir sustain. These 
principles are bound together hy a devotion.to the 
uuen Of States, which supports them and guarantees 
ther perpetuity.

They do not claim to be infallible, but they claim the 
right te govern the country which they have ed 
from a wilderness according toa Constitution and 
laws which have brought incalculable blessings to the 
human race, and which are leading them under the 
providence of God to a Ligh destiny among the family 
of nations. President Grant bas grown a oubit in sta- 
ture since he has ranged himeelf alongside the Ger- 
man Emperor, the King of Italy, the Czar of Russia, 
and the late Premier of England in defense of the lib- 
erty of the mind against the “ iguorance, superstition, 
and ambition” which assail it in the moet Jesuitical 
guise—that is, in the education and training of youth.

And they held that bigotry and intolerance 
had their root in Church establishments, Give the 
clergy no State endowments, they sald, and refuse 
them the aid of the secular arm, and they will have no 
mvtive for stirring up quarrels between fellow-citi- 
zens, Aecordingly, they decided that there should be 
no connection of any kind between Church and State, 
but that al) religions should be absolutely equal before 
the law, Fora time events seemed to answer their 
expectations, and laviah praise has been showered upon 
their wisdom for this as for so many other of their 
provisions, But the last thirty years have 
abundantly shown that the credit was due, 
not to the flimey restrainte of a ~pa- 
per constitution, but to the practical uniformity 
which prevailed song the people. The United States 
were settied by Englishmen—New England by Puri- 
tans, Virginia by Cavaliers, New York, the Carolinas, 
and Georgia by indifferentists of the later Stuart and 
earlier Henoverian epoch, but all by Protestants of va- 
rying degrees of zeal. Even the largo Irieh emigrution 
of the latter half of last century was Protestant, and 
strengthevel the feeling of the older settlers, In Ma- 
ryland, it is true, there was a Catholic plantation, and 
the anuexation of Ficrida, as well as the Louisiana 
purchase, added foreign Catholica, But they, taken 
aitogether, were few. Practically, the Americans 
were a Protestant and could af- 
ford take no of the § ineig- 
nificant Catholic minority. The last thirty 
years, however, have made a vast alteration, The 
potato-famine in Ireland affected almost exclusively 
the Catholic provinces, and it sent across the Atlantic 
perhaps a couple of millions of ardent Catholics, The 
failure of the revolutionary movement in Germany in 
ind8, the pressure of the militery lawa, and th» prog 
reas of economic development, added a still larger Ger- 
non immigration, of which the lerger proportion is 
Catholic. Preaching fa Rome some few years ago, an 
emajuent dignitary- of the English BRomap COu.tholis 
Church drew en ingenious parallel between the Irish 
and the Jews, both of whom he styled typical mission- 
ary peoples. The eulogy upon the Lriah was well de- 
served, The Roman Catholics im the United 
States do not number a fourth of the 
populstion, but tbe have far more then 
four times the geal of all the rest.

re the loftiest Protestant templea. The result was 
rise of the Know-Nothing party, whose watch- 
cle were native Americaniem and opposition to 
cry. It awept the Continent like a great wave of 
But ite guceess was as evanes- 
cent es it wae rapid. The fact ir, the grand struggle 
aguinst slavery was approaching, and in its presence 
no other fapaticeiem could live. But the sniagoniem 
to Rome was only dormant, and wae sure to burst into 
life again, sooner or later. 

In fighting for the control of Trish education, both 
at home and in the United States, Rome fancies that 
she is fighting for the recovery of her lost supremacy. 
In the United States she has made very eousthesable 
progress, Although the common-school system, 
which is rigidly unsectarian, ts established in all the

‘have founded eehools of their own, and in a large 
number of the great towne they have obtained sub- 
ventions for them, in some places grants of land, in 
others money—in others both. Im New York, 
curing Mr... Tweed’s Pate, these subven- 
tions were. yery considera le, But of late 4 
strong reaction has set in, Some of the 
States have already adopted amendmenis to their eon- 
stitutions forbidding public bodies of every kind from 
giving aid to sectarian schools, And in every State 
where there is a considerable Catholic element an agi- 
tation is going on for the adoption of a similar rule, 
Thus the priests are using their influence over their 
co-religionists to obtain endowments for denomina- 
tional schools, while the Protestent party is agiteti 
for the universal extension of the common-se 
system, A third party, which hea its chief strength 
among the Protestant Germans of the West, is izying 
to make the common sehoola even more secular than 
they are by forbidding the reading of the Bible. 

The meaning of President Grant’s-addresse will now 
be evident, The next contest. he proclaims, will not 
be between North and South, but between “ patriot- 
ism aud intelligence on ome side, superstition, ambi- 
tion, and ignorance on the other.” Apd then he goes

TEE CHURCH IN GENERAL. 

A special session of the General Conference 
of the British Methodist Episcopal Chureb (co}l- 
cored) has been called to meet in Hamilton, On- 
tario, Nov. 17, to elect a Bishop to sueceed Bish- 
op Nazrey, who died recently. 

The Standing Committee of Illinois have re- 
ceived certificates from seventeen partshes of 
Iowa represented in this Convention, and voting 
in the decisive ballot when thirty-three votes 
were cast, that they did not on that ballot vote 
for Dr. Eccleston, , 

During the last thirty-five years four colonies 
have gone out from Trinity Lutheran Church, 
Reading, Penasylvania, their membership being 
as follows: ‘Trinity, 1,100; St. John’s, 1,000; St.

—in the aggregate, 3,000 members. 

The New England Congregational! church edi- 
fice approaches completion.

HYDE PARK. 
THIS MUST BE STOPPED. 

The many accidents which have occurred here 
during the past few years on account of the sud- 
den curve in the Lilinois Central Railroad at 
South Park Station, by which persons were in- 
jured or killed at the Oak etreet crossing and in 
that vicinity, have greatly annoyed the citizens 
of Hyde Park, and the distressing accident which 
occurred at that station Thursday night has 
aroused the people to make the crossings more 
safe, or have the railroad companies do so. At 
every frequented crossing like Oak street rising 
and falling gates should be placed on each side 
of the track for street travei, and one for each 
sidewalk. 

Then, when no trains were coming, the gates, 
which are fastened to — poste, like the ones 
seen in the south yardof the Exposition in 
1374, willbe standing in an upright position 
alongside the posts, and the road and sidewalks 
will t> without obstruction. When a train is 
appros. hing the gates may ali be let down by 
means f wires attached to them the same as 
the signal posts. Then the road, and sidewalks 
are completely barred, and it will be almost im- 
possible for any accident to occur. 

Some people may growl at the cost of pur- 
chasing the gates and attending to them, but the 
men who now wave the flag and lantern’ at Oak 
street and other crossings could just as well run 
them. At night, lanterns should be so attached 
to the gates that they would bang right over the 
centre of the where all teamsters and 
vehicle-drivers could observe them, 

If the railroad companies or the citizens will 
not put up these gates, the passenger traius run- 
ning north must positiwely all stop at Hyde Park, 
for the lives of the people are worth far more 
than a few gates, or a few minutes’ time, and if 
they had had the gates before much jess sorrow 
would have been caused.

north. While conversing, the person to whom the 
inquiry was addressed, as a sudden gust of wind 
happened to blow aside a portion of the cover- 
ing, saw two men lying concealed in the bottom 
of the wagon. Getting the necessary 
information, the conveyance was driven on, and, 
as is now known, before the discovery made by 
Mr. Daniels, nad been loaded with boxes of 
goods and driven away. The boxes found under 
the culvert, it is supposed, were jeft temporarily, 
with the expectation on tho part of the rolbers 
of returomme the succeeding night and carrying 
them off. During the next day detectives from 
Chicago were in town making inquiries about the 
same parties who were seen to pass through 
here. itis ascertained tnat the goods found by 
Mr. Danieis were a part ofthe spoils attempted 
to be secured by robbing ove of the freight- 
trains of the Northwestern Railroad, which 
passed tarough some time that night. The 
presumption is that there were several 
concerned in the robbery, one of 
whom concealed himself in one of the freight- 
cars at Chicago, hia confederates being iustruct- 
ed to follow on aad pick up the goods wauich he 
was to throw out of the car at a piace previously 
agreed on. From the fact that the man in the 
wagon inquiredif he was tp Park Ridge, it is 
supposed they expected to find the boxes, as in 
fact they did, not far from this place, and, not 
being able to carry them all away, hid the re- 
mainder where they were subsequently found. 
The boxes contained merchandise shipped by 
Chicago merchants to their country customers, 
of the value as near ascan be ascertained of 
about $1,500. It has since been ascertained that 
the detectives ftiret struck the trail of the thieves 
at Bowmanville, and arresied them near Chica- 
go, fortunately recovering all the stolea prop- 
erty.

Better a prisoner at 
Rockford than a free man at St. Louis. 
He has already been punished sufficiently for 
his alleged participation in the Rockford 
duel by his exile*in the city which was found- 
ed a century ago, and has been found dead 
by every visitor since. 


‘St. Louis actually furnishes the omnivorous 
newspaper with an item. And the item is 
not a failure, or a death, or the statistics of 
the hay-crop of the principal business street 
of that melancholy town. It has, of course, 
a connection with the bridge. But itis not 
that the bridge has fallen. It is, however, 
80 heavily weighted with debt that it cannot 
stand any additional load,—not even that of 
a telegraph-wire.

THE COUNTY ELECTION. 

Mr. Hesine is trying to make a personal 
campaign for the approaching election. He 
has divided the population of Cook County 
into two classes,—for Hesrne and against 
Hestnc. He ignores every other local issue. 
Now, it is proper to keep well in mind that 
the most important issue of this election is 
not whether Mr. Hesmva, or Mr. Huck, or Mr. 
Krevey, shall be elected County Treasurer. 
We may concede, for the sake of illustration, 
that each of these gentlemen would make a 
good County Treasurer and administer the of- 
fice honestly, and that, personally, there is 
no particular choice between them. If we 
start with this, it will be easier to appreciate 
the real issue of the approaching election. It 
is whether or not the management of county 
affairs shall be permitted to remain in the 
hands of the present crowd. This issue vir- 
tually includes the management of city af- 
fairs, as the election this fall will un- 
questionably exert a decided influence 
on the election next spring, as the in- 
terests of both: are-identical. The political 
coalition known as the ‘‘ Opposition,” which 
is organized outside two responsible 
political parties of the Qeuntry, as the cor- 
rupt Tammany was organized in New York, 
is now in absolute control of the city and 
county offices. It has its Ring in the Coun- 
ty Board and in the City Council. It has 
the large and responsible offices of County 
Treasurer (ineluding the collection of the 
county taxes), the Sheriff, the Recorder, and 
the Clerk of the County Court. It controls 
the town officers, who are permitted to fleece 
the people out of $100,000 annually in order 
to support some blowers and strikers for the 
coalition. It has its political clubs,—the 
Cosmopolitan and the Union,—which act as 
assignation-places for contractors and the 
officials who let contracts. It includes all 
the notable vote-brokers of the city and 
county. It counts the adherence of all 
the Mrxe McDonaups, Corcorans, ‘ Appr- 
Tite Bris,” and the gamblers, and confi- 
dence-men, and thieves. It commands the 
allegiance of all the repeaters and ballot-box 
stuffers. The real issue of the local campaign 
is whether this party shall be continued in 
control of all the city and county contracts, 
all the city and county taxes, and all the city 
and county moneys. 

There is an opportunity at the present elec- 
tion to give this corr¢pt coalition the first blow. 
If the people fatto do it, the hold of the 
the’ coalition upon the city and county will 
become stronger, and the individual tax- 
eaters bolder and more aggressive. There 
are five County Commissioners to be elected, 
each one of whom is of more importance to 
the tax-payers of Cook County than the se- 
lection of a successor to ‘‘ Buffalo” Muze 
in the County Treasurer’s office. [If 
the coalition which Mr. Hesrne has organized, 
and is leading in order to get an ‘office for 
himself, elect their candidates, their “‘ Ring” 
in the County Board will be so strongly ce- 
mented that it will require years to break it. 
Then there will be no end to the frauds in 
supplying the County Poor-House, Insane 
Asylum, and Hospital, and such events as 
the abstract purchase and the Harms con- 
tract will be everyday occurrences. Perhaps 
the character of the present Board cannot be 
better indicated than by reproducing Mr. 
Hesine’s opinion of it, expressed in the 
Staats-Zeitung of Dec. 31 last, and brought 
to light by the /re-Presse, which is now 
opposing Mr. Hestxc. We advise our read- 
ers to peruse the entire extract : 

Yesterday was a memorable day for Cook County, 
unfortunately not on account of ite good results, but 
ite very sad events, The County Board, which is the 
sovereign power of the county, has declared that so 
long as its sovereignty lasts nothing will be done in 
the direction of economy, and that while it remains at 
the helm every possible opportunity will be given to 
thieving contractors and officers who are in league 
with them to plunder and fob the county. One of the 
Board’s appointed Specia! Committees discovered in one 
single class of supplies frauds to the amoant of $5,000 
which never could have been perpetrated without the 
sequiescence of the Warden of the Poor-House, and 
testified that a great number of the present contractors 
are unknown men or cler¥s in business houses which 
do not deal in the goods in question ; but the majority 
of the Board refused altogether to listen to that part 
of the Committee report which is devoted to the latter 
affair, and referred the ; to & new Investigating 
Committee, of which of the members have in 
view to deny established facts and hinder further dis- 
coveries, 

This same majority of the Board prevented a reduc- 
tion of salaries, and made haste to capture the elective 
officers before the salaries were fixed, and consequent- 
ly these remain at the extravagant figures at which 
they were placed by the preceding County Board. 


And, to fill full the measure, this same majority, 
unfortunately recruited by s member of the other

We bope that our readers will not, on account of its 


inconceivable how anybody could have the audacity to 
ask such prices for such rubbish, and how a commit- 
tee of honorable men with even a spark of intelligence 
could allow themselves to be deceived in regard to it, 

In case the reader wonders that Crawrorp should 

have been so suddenly converted, inasmuch as he 
made a motion to reducethe salaries 20 per cent, it 
ought to be explained that the motion was intended to 
kill that of Guent#eR, and that Crawrorp became 
suspiciously embarrassed when the hitherto minority 
took him at his word. With much trouble, and only 
because Busse would consent to no greater reduction 
than 5 per cent, did he succeed by the timely dropping 
of the matter in escaping from his self-constructed 
trap. 
The eight Commissioners whose names we gave 
above compose a Armly-united rina, who will hinder 
every izaprovement, because it will endanger their own 
pockets, That among them iss German and several 
newly-elected Commissioners, prominent men, who 
have hitherto been considered honorable, is in the 
highest degree deplorable, The public will bold them 
to account al the proper time. 

It isonly necessary to add that two of the 
eight Commissioners whom Mr. Hesrtne de- 
nounced above as members of “a firmly- 
united ring” (Crawrorp and Contry) have 
been nominated for re-election on Mr. Hzs- 
1no’s ticket, and are now supported by him. 
The vacancy caused by the retirement of a 
third—Rvsse_i—is to be filled by a man who 
has now a county contract. The places of 
two honest men—Cxiover and Jonzs—Mr. 
Hesrne proposes to fill with Par Crieary and 
Mixe Matwxoy. 

Before leaving the subject of County Com- 
missioners, we desire to call attention to 
Commissioner Burpick’s statement that the 
expenditures of the past ten months have al- 
ready about equaled the appropriations for 
the entire year,—$1,275,000,—and that 
it will be necessary to add 10 per 
cent to the appropriations for the 
next year in order to cover the deficiency. 
Mr. Hestne’s statement as above will account 
for thisin part; the rest may be looked for 
in the deficiencies in the Sheriff's office, the 
County Clerk’s office, and the Recorder's 
office,—places that formerly yielded a profit 
of $100,000 a year to their occupants when 
the fees constituted the pay, but which, now 
that the fees go to the county, fall about 
$100,000 short of the current expenses. 
These offices are also in control of the party 
headed by Mr. Hesrye and accountable to 
the Board of County Commissioners. 

Shall this state of things be continued in 
order to give Mr. Hesina the emoluments of 
the County Treasurer’s office? This is the 
real issue. 

SECULAR USES FOR CHURCHES. 

The Chicago fire of 1871 accomplished a 
great many reforms. Among them was a 
decided modification of the prevailing ex- 
clusiveness of church customs. What may 
be called the close-communion characteristic 
of the church-system was ruthlessly invaded 
and broken down at many points. Many of 
the handsomest churches in the city were de- 
stroyed, and those which were left in the 
South and West Divisions were in immediate 
demand for other than the ordinary religious 
uses, because they were about the only large 
buildings in the city. The first demand upon 
them was for the accommodation of some of 
the homeless thousands who were left with- 
outa shelter or a place to lay their heads, 
After these people had been provided for by 
friends and the Relief Society, some of the 
churches were still retained as depots from 
which the relief supplies of food and cloth- 
ing were distributed. It is no reflection 
upon their original sphere of usefulness to 
say that the churches had probably never 
contributed so much practical good to hu- 
manity as when they were used for these 


purposes. 
It was by this means that it came to be ad- 


mitted that church-edifices might be utilized 
without profanation for other than Sunday 
religious exercises. There were no respect- 
able theatres or public halls left standing in 
Chicago. It was found then that public 
amusements of a proper character are valua- 
ble adjuncts to metropolitan life. The dis- 
covery was made through their absence. The 
necessity of public entertainments was felt 
even ina time of general adversity and de- 
The attractions of the saloons 
were more dangerous while the blue devils 
were around than they had been before, and 
there were no intellectual and social enter- 
tainments to counteract their influence, An- 
other step was taken in the secular utilization 
of the churches. One of the largest on 
the South Side, and another of the 
largest on the West Side, were en- 
gaged for lectures. It was not long 
before the pulpit which had been metamor- 
phosed into the rostram was supplemented 
by music. There were home concerts, then 
operatic concerts, and at last Tuomas came 
with symphony and minuet, and the French 
Band thundered out its torchlight dances and 
national melodies. Finally, there were private 
theatrical entertainments in some of the church 
basements and parlors. The progress was 
gradual. Had there been an effort to argue 
out the same results before necessity suf- 
gested them, the church people would have 
resented as an insult the proposition to turn 
their edifices into lecture-rooms and music- 
halls. 

The liberalization of the Church sentiment 
in this regard is aptly illustrated by the use 
of churches in the West and South Divisions 
by Messrs. Carpzntzr & Suetpon for their 
series of lyceum and musical entertainments. 
Plymouth Church, in the South Division, is 
an admirable specimen of the modern- 
ized style. It is built with special refer- 
ence to personal comfort and the highest 
enjoyment of everything that is to be seen 
and heard. Its auditorium has something of 
the amphitheatrical properties ; it has a rising 
slope, and is partly of the horse-shoe shape. 
It is handsomely frescoed and carpeted ; ‘it 
has a stage with footlights; its gas is lighted 
by electricity; its acoustic properties are 
admirable; its arrangements are as comfort- 
able as those of a publie hall that depends 
upon public patronage, and its ornamenta- 
tion fully as agreeable to the eye. Its rear 
building is divided into parlors, studies, re- 
tiring-rooms, etc. It has a kicchen to sup- 
plement social entertainments, and its parlors 
are arranged with special reference to ama- 
teur entertainments of a dramatic or musical 
character.” Is it any the less religious be- 
cause of these secular accessories ? 

Regarded in the light of political economy, 
the secular uses for church-edifices should be 
increased rather than diminished. We will 
take $200,090 asthe cost of a piece of church 
property,—and this is not an exceptionally ex- 


for the ordinary religious worship, it will be 
found that every Sunday’s use represents an 
actual cost of about $500, or at the rate of 
$100 an hour for actual use, while this costly 
and elegant rty remains idle six-sevenths 
of the time. Nearly every church could pay 
a large portion of its expenses by permitting 
its edifice to be used during the week for 
secular purposes to which it is adapted,—for 
lectures and concerts at night, for kinder- 
garten and private schools, for medical and 
scientific lectures, on week-days, for publio 
meetings and conventions of a reputable and 
non-political character, and for many other 
purposes that will suggest themselves when 
the practice shall have become generally rec- 
ognized as legitimate and proper. 

Chicago may fairly claim the distinction of 
having inaugurated this new usefulness for 
churches. It atones largely for the extrava- 
gance of the edifices, which would otherwise 
be unreasonable and inexcusable. It has es- 
tablished a system of neighborhood enter- 
tainments that are peculiarly social and 
homely in character. It popularizes the 
musical and intellectual amusements, It 
does a good week-day work as well as a good 
Sunday work. The cause of religion is none 
the worse because a Catholic Bishop and a 
Congregational clerzyman are thus brought 
into the same, pit. The painted admoni- 
tion on the wall of “Praise ye the Lord,” 
and the comforting invitation to the heavy- 
laden, may reach as many or more who are 
in need of the one and will be grateful for 
the other as of a Sunday. The religious 
aims of the Church are not profaned, and its 
worldly influence may be considerably en- 
larged by these new secular uses. 


MR. HESING’S WILD STATEMENTS. 

In Mr. Hestna’s West Turner-Hall speech, 
he attempted to explain why he had left the 
Republican party. According to his own 
account, while he was in that party he was 
treated very well. Presidents and Cabinets 
offered him high and lucrative offices, which 
he declined. Republican State Conventions 
offered him nominations, and in 1872 had 
offered to make him Lieutenant-Governor, 
with the succession to the Governorship, and 
he had rejected it. Republican citizens 
had heaped social honors upon him, giving 
him a banquet, a silver service, and @ carriage 
and pair of horses. According to Mr. Hzs- 
InG’s own account he fared well and honor- 
ably when in the Republican party. Why, 
then, did he leave it? It does not seem 
that he left because of any difference 
of opinion upon any question of political 
policy or principle. Mr. Scomurz, Mr. Heox- 
er, and Gov. Koxrrner left the Republican 
party in 1872 upon plain and distinct national 
issues; Mr. Hestne saw nothing objection- 
able in 1872 in the principles, policies, or or- 
ganization of the Republican party, he giving 
to its support his whole strength, opposing 
even Koerner and supporting Gen. BrEver- 
ice.

Tue Trrevne has never assailed any man 
as a scalawag, vagabond, or tax-eater who

THE SINGER WILL CASE. 
As the Warp will case in Detroit draws to 


a close, another will case looms up, even 
more curious and complicated, and involving 
nearly three times as large a fortune. The 
will which is now about to be contested is 
that of Isaac M. Smvcer, the smventor of the 
SINGER sewing-machine, and the contest is 
made by his second wife, Many Ann Srvcepr, 
known as Mary Anns Foster. It appears, 
from the preliminary hearing, that Mr. 
SINGER was a model polygamist. He has had 
three wives, as many paramours, and twenty- 
eight children, and he leaves a fortune of 
$13,000,000. He married his first wife in 
1840, from whom he was divoreed. His sec- 
ond wife, the contestant in the case, 
bore him ten children, and from her 
also he was divorced. The third wife. 
IsaBetta Evocenta Srvcer, whom he is said 
to have married in England, and who is the 
residuary legatee under the will, bore him 
six children, and to her and them he left the 
bulk of his fortune. He also provides in his 
will $15,000 for the usé of two children by a 
woman, Marra Hater; two egual portions 
of his property to five children by a woman, 
Mary McGonicat; and two equal parts toa 
child by one Many E. Watton. His whole 
property is divided into sixty equal portions, 
andis apportioned between all the living 
children, whether legitimate or iHegitimate. 
All the claims of the numerous legatees are 
adjusted with the exception of those of the 
second wife, who now comes in and 
claims to be the real widow, and hence 
seeks to break the will. It is hardly 
possible that she can succeed, as the will 
seems in reality to be an unusually just one. 
rhe third wife is acknowledged as his wife 
throughout the will, and was recognized as 
his wife through a long series of years. 
Every one of his children, both legitimate 
and illegitimate, are also acknowledged by 
his own name in the will, and the property is 
equitably divided among them. The trial 
will be one of extraordinary interest, growing 
out of the complex circumstances surround- 
ing the case. During his life, Mr. Smvczr 
sustained a good reputation. He was a 
church member, and gave liberally to religious 
enteiprises, and was esteemed as a moral 
man by the whole community. No 
suspicions attached to him during life, and it 
is not until after his death that if appears 
his life was anything but an irreproachable 
one. How he succeeded in entirely conceal- 
ing the fact that he was acting the part of 
husband to six wives and hada colony of 
twenty-eight children is a mystery. The 
charge of insanity. brought against him can 
hardly hold unless the curious and very rare 
fact of acknowledging and providing by will 
for illegitimate children is a proof of insanity. 
Most people, however, will be inclined to 
credit this to a sense of kindness, genervsi- 
ty, and impartial justice on the part of the 
testator, and will offset it against his polyg- 
amous conduct. It will certainly go far to 
sustain the soundness and equity of his will. 


A VALUABLE FAILURE. 

‘*The proposed liquidation of the Ouse- 
burn Co-operative Company,” says the Lon- 
don 7imes, ‘* would signify the failure of one 
of the greatest among the many efforts of 
workingmen to solve the problem of self- 
employment.” The liquidation is no longer 
a proposition, but a fact. The Company has 
failed. The reasons why are full of value to 
the student of social science, to the would-be 
reformer, and to the workingman. 

Some of these reasons were apart from the 
peculiar nature of the enterprise, An enor- 
mous and unexpected fluctuation in the price 
of coal and iron affected disastrously every 
engine-manufacturing firm or corporation in 
England. This association of iron-workers 
suffered with all its rivals. Even this disas- 
ter, however, was due to other workingmen. 
Coal and iron rose in price on account 
of sudden and stubborn strikes. The miners 
thus insured the failure of their own fellow- 
workingmen, for the success of the Ouseburn 
Engine Company depended largely upon 
cheap coal and cheap iron. The Company 
might, perhaps, be in existence now if these 
strikes had never occurred. 

This; however, is doubtful. The organiza- 
tion contained within itself the seeds of sure 
decay. In the first place, the capital was 
ludicrously—or sadly—inadequate. It was 
nominally £100,000. Only £30,000 was really 
paid in, and £45,000 was borrowed. These 
two things—insnufficient cash and a heavy 
debt—have been the bane of co-operative at- 
tempts at production. The journeymen shoe- 
makers of Chicago, after wasting in a useless 
strike more than enough to start them in 
business on their own account, tried it with a 
few dollars, and of course failed. The Ouse- 
burn Company, again, was in the hands of 
men who were insufficiently acquainted with 
the details of management. They knew how 
to do first-class work, but not how to figure 
upon it. They took contracts at rates which 
insured a ruinous loss, and did so in the be- 
lief that.they would clear a handsome profit. 
Upon seventeen contracts the loss was 
£9,400. Moreover, the Company engaged to 
deliver finished work with impossible quick- 
ness. The ignorance of the managers thus 
forced them to break faith with their enstom- 
ers, though—to their credit be it said—they al- 
ways fulfilled to the letter contracts on which 
they knew they must lose! Ignorance of 
this sort was fatal to the co-operative car- 
penters of this city. 

Again, the Ouseburn Engine Company did 
not doacash business. It could not do so. 
When an engine was finished one-third of 
the price was paid. Four months afterwards 
the balance fell due. Oredit is usually fatal 
to co-operation, for credit means a percent- 
age of bad debts, and co-operation draws its 
main strength from the saving in percentages 
of loss. Co-operation and cash have to- 
gether won many notable victories, but the 


former needs the latter's help. Once more, | 


of trade Efforts were made to 
shut it out of the market. Libels upon it 
were circulated. It hid to sue some of its 
detractors in order to prove the falsehood of 
their tales. This is inevitable. Whenever 
an association of workingmen is strong enough 
to really compete with firms in the same line 
of business there is sure to be a keen rivatry. 
Finally, the co-operators themselves did not 
agree. There were bickerings without num- 
ber. Despite an arbitration-clause in the 
articles of association, different members 
dragged the Company into the courts, and 
forced expensive litigation upon it. There 
was once astrike,—an inexcusable one, inas- 
much as the method of arbitration provided 
for would have settled any possible dispute 
cheaply, quickly, and fairly. 

The poor men who have lost their little all 
in the Ouseburn Co-operative Company have 
given their fellow-workers in every country a 
valuable lesson. Their experience cuows the 
dangers of co-operation, as that of hundreds 
of thousands of other men shows its bless- 
ings. Lack of capital, debt, ignorance, the 
failure to do a cash business, malignant op- 
position without and bitterdissension within, 
ruined the Company. . These causes must be 
avoided as far as possible by other organiza- 
tions in order to avoid this fate. 


THE JUDGES OF ELECTION. 
The Election Committee of the County 


Board still refuses the just and proper de- 
mand of the Republicans for the appoint- 
ment of a innspector in each voting precinct 
to be designated by them. The demand has 


—informally by the Republican members of 
the County Board, and formally by a com- 
mittee appointed by the recent Republican 
County Convention. These two demands 
have been still further reinforced by a resolu- 
tion, passed unanimously by the Jeffersonian 
Club, mak ng the same demand in clear and 
unmistakable language as a simple measure 
of justice to a political opponent, and as 
& precantion for preserving inviolate the 
purity of the ballot-box and protecting 
it against the fraudulent designs of 
corrupt and dishonest persons. These de- 
mands were treated at first with open con- 
tempt, and thrown aside without any attempt 
at consideration. When the demand was 
made officially, at the request of the regu- 
larly-deputed representatives of the Repub- 
lican party, reinforced by the same demand 
from the Jeffersonian Club, which comprises 
the intelligence, respectability, and honesty 
of the Democratic party, the Election Com- 
mittee, afraid to openly refuse the request, 
commenced a series of tactics calculated to 
defeat it by quibbles, technicalities, and de- 
lays, and are now engaged in putting off the 
Republican Committee from time to time, 
under pretense of obtaining a decision from 
the County Attorney, and other equally base- 
less pretenses, intending to defeat the demand 
without giving a point-blank refusal. 

It is hard to draw any other inference from 
the singular and unprecedented action of the 
Election Committee ; and if this proves to be 
the intention of: the Committee, then there 
is but one other inference that can be drawn, 
namely, that the Opposition party intends to 
carry the election by fraud, and defeat the Re- 
publican party by stuffing the ballot-boxes 
and making false returns. If it were not so, 
then they would offer no objection to this 
reasonable demand. They have thus far 
refused the request of the Republicans. They 
have treated the request of the respectable 
members of the Democratic party with con- 
tempt. They have openly defied the ma- 
jority of the votersof the city. They have filled 
the Democratic wards, and all the wards pre- 
sumed to be Democratic, with Democratic 
judges, and they have allowed one Re- 
publican judge in a fewof the strong Re- 
publican wards. This action leaves the ma- 
jority of the wards in the hands of the Op- 
position, and exposes the ballot-boxes in 
those wards to the mercy of the bummers 
and scalawags, who will manufacture any 
majorities sufficient to overcome the Re- 
publican vote. Under such circumstances 
there cannot be a fair election. The will of 
the people of this city cannot be expressed. 
They are bound hand and foot by the dis- 
honest and disreputable classes, and are 
powerless. ' 

Under such circumstances, and in case at 
the next interview the Election Committee 
refuses to yield to the Republican demand, 
the Republicans must prepare themselves ac- 
cordingly. They must appoint challenging 
and vigilance committees for every poll to 
watch them carefully, to challenge the illegal 
voters, and to accumulate the evidences of 
fraud. They must further demand the en- 
forcement of the law which provides that 
‘“‘the judges of election shall allow 
at least one, and not more than two, 
legal voters of each party to the contest, 
to be chosen by the parties respectively, 
into the room where the election is held, to 
act as challengers of voters at such election ; 
and such challengers may remain with the 
Board of Election until all the votes are can- 
vassed and the result declared.” Relable, 
intelligent, and courageous men should be 
chosen for'these positions, and they should 
not abandon their duty until the result is 
known. Meanwhile we await the action of 
the Election Committee at its next interview 
with the Republican Committee. The people 
of this city are anxiously waiting also to see 
if their lawful rights are to be respected.

So long as 
we have commercial. dealings with the 
world beyond the United States, we can 
not have an exclusive currency. We export, 
in round numbers, for various purposes 
about a hundred millions of dollars in gold 
every year. This gold we must have, or shut 
up shop. Our entire domestic business being 
done in paper, we are forced to exchange the 
paper for gold, or, in plain terms, sell the pa- 
per for gold. The price of the paper is the 
price we can get for it, and, though we have 
use for only one hundred millions to export, 
the price at which we have to sell the paper 
from day to day to get that sum determines 
of necessity the value of all the other paper 
in the market. This condition of things 
would not be changed by having all the cur- 
rency in greenbacks. So long as the currency 
is not redeemable @n demand in gold, so long 
must it continue to be sold for the needed 
gold, and so long must the value of the paper 
continue to be at its value in gold.

FALL AND WINTER STYLES. 
4 FEW NOVELTIES—THE GAY AND THE s8OMBRE— 
MILLINERY MARVELS. 

Special Correapondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Nrw York, Oct. 21.—As the cool season ad- 
vances we are inclined to look about at the vwari- 
ous places of exhibition of styles in material] and 
costumes; andin our investigations thus far 
we are peculiariy struck with the more thao 
usual variety of shapes and hues; and while one 
1s dazed at one establishment with the gayety 
and brilliancy of the scene, at another the rich- 
ness and more subdued appearance will be 

ually puzzling, and we pause to consider from 
which to select. 

BONNETS AND HATS. 

In bonnets (or rather in hats, fora bonnet is 
now nearly a thing of the past), there is such a 
variety that one can scarcely go amiss in finding 
a becoming article. 

Shapes that were popuier last summer continue 
80, and some charming varieties have been 
added to the list. Felts of various colors 
are worn, and to correspond with the 
dress. Many of tie French make 
are lovely in texture and hue, and 
when trimmed tastefully with veivet of a differ- 
ent shade are very artistic in appearance. Low 
crowns and broader rims are now in style and 
worn far back on the head. The Dolly Mond, 
with slanting crown and wide rolling rim, and 
also the Hampton hat, are pleasing shapes; the 
latter with low round crown and rim turned up. 

Birds, wings, and fancy plumes are now in 
profusion ; and gold and silver ornaments and 
gold braid: when combined with the feathers 
and velvet produce ai pleasing effect. 
The brilliant plumage of the _ tropi- 
cal birds is especially sought for. 
There is a kind of hat with hich crown, pe- 
culiarly adapted to ladies short in statue. 

BASQUES AND OVERSKIRTS. 

The basque and overskirt so much in vogne 
during the summer still retain their hold upon 
the tastes of the majority, which fact is praved 
mpg any pleasant day by «a stroll upon one 
oO our fasnionable streets. To give 
a description of any one particular 
basque and say that was the style, 
would convey ap erroneous impression, for the 
variety is endiess. Those not pointed before 
and shorter on the back, or those the reverse of 
that, equallv with the style pointed on the back 
and front, and the pattern with long points on 
the hipa, are in favor. 

The little standing collar is used and coat 
sleeves moderately loose at the hand. Trim- 
mings are mostiv of the material, made into very 
fine knife-plaitogs. 

In overskiris there is as great a variety 
as in ues. They are still worn quite 
long, and the embellishments are made to cor- 
respond with those on the basque ; shirrings, 
puffings, and plaitings being the usual ornamen- 
tation. 

One pleasing feature of the fall styles, and 
peculiarly becoming to tall slender women, is 
the manner of arranging the fuliness of the 
overskirt so that it rans round the form in- 
stead of up and down as formerly. 

Skirts for street dresses are at 
present of a length to be qnite gracefa! and con- 
venient, just touching the walk, but not sweep- 
ing it; moderately full, and with a deep floance 
at the bottom, or else alternate- rows of knife- 
plaitinys or puffs. 

We occasionally see garnitures of the nice 
qualities of fringes and gimps, and the Passa- 
menteries which are now exqisitely designed, 
and give the dress a very rich appearance ; but 
these are not, however, so much in fayor as 
trimmings of the material. 

DINNER COSTUMES. 

The rich, elegant silk costumes for 
dinner and dress occasions have the 
usu il train, and with or without an overskirt, 
as the wearer pleases. If without, the embel- 
lhishments are 80 arranged as to nearly cover the 
skirt. and, instead of the feeling that something 
is gone, we have the impression that an addi- 
tion has been made, which is very graceful. The 
trimmivgs are either of the material, or that 
combined with a rich fringe, the two producing 
an air of style scarcely to be obtained by anv 
other mode. Sleeves, so conspicuous a part of 
the dress, after the coat shape. if ornamented 
with puffs, they are made to run sround the 
arm, or up aud down, as a person may fancy, 
and if any other trimming, the same. 

An elegant toilet is after thisstyle: Material, 
rich plum-colored sik and biack velvet. Basque 
of the velvet, with poiot 6 inches deep below the 
waist in froat, and buttoned down to the bottom 
with crotchet buttons. Sleeves of the coat 
shape open 3 inches up from the hand on 
the back seam, and trimmed with buttons and 
the velyet. On the back the basyue has a long 
point, and is trimmed around with two neat folds 
of the silk. Front of the skirt half 
way round of the velvet, made to appear as if 
batconed down to the bottom io front, with but- 
tons larger than those on the waist. Back of 
skirt a moderately long train of the silk, faced 
up on the outside at the botton with biased vel- 
vet 314 inches wide. On the right side, an over- 
skirt of the silk. put ia with fullaess at the vel- 
vet, and extending to the centre of the back, 
quite Jong. reaching almost to the bottom of 
train, and trimmed with two rows of fine 
kpife platings, down the back around the bot- 
tom and up the side, where sewed into the vel- 
vet. Left side a breadth of the silk, four yards 
jong. sewed io at one end with fullness, at the 
velvet; caught back aod combined with some 
of the velvet into loops and ends and droopmg 
down the back at pot of basque. At lower 
edge at the side, thie breadth is trimmed with 
an elegavt French fringe 6 inches deep aod the 
same kind 24 deep is onthe lower part of 
basque and end of sash. Phe usual coilar, 
plaited on the back and corners turned down ip 
front, completes this rare and elegant toulct. 

SBACQUES AND WRAPS. 

For a icng time we have seen no such novelty 
in outside garments asthe long circular cloak 
which is gradually appearing. This will no 
doubt be worn by the fashionables of ample 
means, and is s convenient wrap for a cold 
climate.

THE LOAN MARKET. 
THE MONEY INVESTED IN IMPROVEMENTS. 

An expression has been made in our hearing 
the past week to the effect that the ability to 
borrow money is no iudication of the prosperity 
of the city. Weare not incliped to subsernbe to 
this opinion without qualification. A very large 
proportion of the loans of the present year have 
been invested in improvements, and as such im- 
provements have beeu demanded by public con- 
venience, either for business or residence pur- 
poses, can there bea more patent sign of the 
growth and well-being of the community? There 
are but few vacant stores at the present time in 
the business part of the city, and the 
new ones are quickly occupied. It is true 
that residences do not go off so fast, but 
the elegant blocks in process of completion are 
in most desirable localities, and will doubtless 
not go begging for tenants a long time. Capi- 
talists appear to have sufficient confidence in 
Chicago real-estate investments to contiaue pour- 
ing their surplus funds into the hands of their 


agents. Borrowers therefore appear to have 


been justified in borrowimg,- and lenders are 
equally satisfied as regards the safety of their 
capital, and the future prosperity of Chicago. 
We claim that the ability to borrow is an iméica- 
tion of a healthy condition. It is very true that 
a reckless distribution of capital may ond in dire 
disaster, but there is no fear of this so long as 
loauabie funds are controiled by the conserva- 
tive policy which has gained for our loan agen- 
cies their present euviable reputation. Those 
who have followed our articles on 
the loam market understand very well 
that Chicago security never stood better than at 
the present time. rrowers are a source of 
mutual benefit both to the community and the 
capitalist. “If there were no such thing as 
credit, or if from general insecurity and want of 
confidence it were scantily practiced, many per- 
sona who possess more or less of capital, but 
who cannot personally superiptend its empiloy- 
ment, would derive no benefit from it ; their 
funds would either lie idle, or would be, per- 
haps, wasted and annihilated in unskiliful at- 
tempts to make them yield a profit. Manya 
person who bas either no capital of his own. or 
very little, obtains advances in money by which 
he is enabled to increase the public weaith.” 
The loan business of the past week has been 
very fair in amount, and the improvement of 
property is still in the asc t. Money is 
plenty, and demand is good.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 
IMPROVEMENTS ON MARSHFIELD AVENUE. 

In the various section§ of this city, improved 
in this past building season, that between Harri- 
son and Twelfth streets, west of Ashland avenue 
to Wood street, deserves a special mention. The 
largest row of dwelling-house property in the 
West Division hag just been finished on Marsb- 
field avenue, one square west of Ashland avenue, 
and south of Taylor street, by P. A. McCormick.

We note that receipts for low grade wheat in the 
Rock Island Elevators sold on Saturday at nearly the 
same prices as those in other houses. The difficulty, 
to which we have several times referred, is probably 
ended, by the order published in Tux Tarsuxe of 
that day. Parties who own grain along the line of the 
Rock Island Railroad may now send their grain here 
with a reasonable expectation that they will receive as 
much for itasif itcame on some otherline. The 
cleaning of wheat will be proceeded with as usual by 
the parties along the above named road, but the wheat 
so cleaned will be sent East and sold by sample on its 
merits. It is proper to note here that there ts no more 
harm, per se, in the act of cleaning wheat here than in 
doing the same thingin Buffalo, Any man should 
have the privilege, as he has the right, to improve the 
value of bis own property. But what was complained 
of was the fact that the placing of that grain in store 
here, in a higher grade than that to which it was 
sesigned..before cleaning, has caused the grain 
owned by other people to be discriminated 
against, Suyers for shipments were not willing 
to give as much for thet cleaned wheat as for grain 
which had been inspected into the same grade without 
such special cleaning; and when cleaned wheat 
was dumped into bins with other which had not 
been put through the process, the was discrimi- 
nated against.

When a young girl, she 
was a grisette of the Latin auarter—pretty, 
delicate, and dirty! For some years she contin- 
ued to live in the same fashion, when 
she attracted the attention of a young 
man of very illustrious name in France, 
with no less a title than that of Duke, 
and soon after she was not unfrequeptly 
seen on bis arm at garden-concerts, a charming 
young woman in elegant attire. From that time 
she belonged to the beau monde of sinners. Her 
elevation seemed to imbue within ber no dispo- 
sition to lead a better life, but only urged her 
on to resolutely enter upon a more tempestuous 
course. She was consumptive—hbalf hygienic 
and half strategic. She went to the German 
baths, where she met the Count de 8S——., an old 
man of 84,—a Russian diplomat, who had co- 
operated at tie treaty of the Peace of Tilsitt.

‘Mir. MeCullough’s engagement, which termi- 
pated iast night, was in some respects notable. It 
was played with better surroundings than were 
afforded at the Academy last year. The stage 
was adapted for Mr. McCullough’s plays, and 
accessories were provided somewhat more liber- 
ally than before. It is only justice, in this a- 
nection. to notice the excellent stage-manag 
mént of McVicker's Theatre. ‘here is seobably 


nothing superior to it anywhere in the country, ' 


Behind the scenes everythivg moves lke clock- 
work. The manager, as Mr. McCuliough himself 
expressed it, isa jewel. Audiences too seldom 
give credit where it is due for work of this de- 
scription. They take it for grauted that order 1s 
Heaven's first law, and that there is less difii- 
* egity in enforcing Heaven’s laws on the stage 
than elsewhere. This idea would be 
quickly dissipated if amateur  perform-

THE OUTER WORLD. 
THE AMERICAN DRAMA. 

Mr. Charles Gayler’s létter on the Ameri- 
can drama, and the reasons why it 
does not  suceed, has provoked a 
good deal of curious criticism from various 
quarters. The letter seems to be received differ- 
ently from points comparatively so near together 
as New York and Philadelphia. The New York 
Post especially pooh-poobs Mr. Gayler’s @ugges- 
tion, that the crities condemn native productions 
from motives of jeslousy. The veteran play- 
maker confesses that, auring the last twenty- 
five years, he bas “ inflicted more playe—good, 
pad, and indifferent—upon our enduring and 
patient public than any other offender in the 
same way.” The Pos: agrees with him there, 
and it remembers especially his bad and indiffer- 
ent. It considers the whole argument as weak 
and puerile as Mr Gavler’s plays. ** When good 
American plays are produced, managers will ac- 


cept them and pay for them.” 

The Philadelphia /’ress takes an opposite view 
of the letter, which 1 pronounces ‘‘ very boid 
and very truthful” : 

The main trouble is one very disgraceful to journal- 
ism, New York managers, who might perhaps give 
American authors a chance, do not do so because if 
they do they offend the critics of the Gaily newspavers, 
each of whom has an original comedy in his desk. 
This is not a mere supposition; it isa proven fact, 
and a fact which is fast making itself understood, that 
to get a true verdict upon a play or player that verdict 
must not come from New York, . . . Wise actors 
and managers Will, therefore, hereafter seek other lo- 
calities when they attempt new playa, We know that 
the criticiam of Philadelphia is, as a rule, honest, and 
we believe that of Boston and Obicago to be, It * 
as if the day were coming when New York will have to 
wait for its plays until their worth bas been decided 
upon elsewhere, 

The view of the Press is correct, wi th sone 
qualifications.

ROSSI IN PARIS. 

A French correspondeut of the London Times 
gives some account of Signor Rossi's reappear- 
ance in Paris, the marked success of which is 
supposed to be the cause of the actor's refusal 


to visit America : 

Signor Rossi, the famous Italian actor,—the friend, 
fellow-student, and rival of Saivini in Itaiy,—made bis 
‘appearance last night in a mangled version of * Othel- 
lo” at the Ventadour for the benefit of the French in- 
undation fund. Considering that the actor was play- 
ing something hike Shakspeare in the land of Voltaire, 
and playing him in an unfamiliar language, his suc- 
cess was remarkable, There is as muoh resemblance 
between Signor Rossi and Signor Salvini as there is be- 
tween Mr. Phelps and the late Mr. Macready. They 
beth come out of the same mold, Signor Rossi bas 
more delicacy of conception and treatment than 
Signor Salvini, but he has not the immense physical 
force of his rival. He has a fine stage voice, but not 
such a magnificent organ-hke voice «8 Salvini, nor has 
he the latter actor’s marvelous — of filling the 
stage with his presence when he is in repose, On the 
other hand, Rossi is free from the occasional coarse- 
ness which disigures some of Salvini’s finest per- 
formances, Rossi does much whieh English play- 
goers may think violent and extravagant, In his first 


attack upon /ago, he seems as if inclined to bite his 
face, and he mauls the dead Lesdemona, after he has 
discoverea her innocence, in a way that is only saved 
from being disgusting by his evident and sincere ago- 
ny. Rossi will be at some disadvantage both in New 
York and London by coming after Saivini, but as the 
latver made h's chief fame in both countries in Olheli, 
&

which produces such expressions as “ avuncular rela- 
tive” for uncle, “sponsorial «memies” for god- 
parents, and “ pecuniary friends” for friends with 
money, cre, like the extension of sentences used to 
obtain antitheses, accepted facts in the Byronian man- 
ner. 

These phrases do not strike the American 
mind as being of a side-splitting character, but 
they are clever, aud worthy of Byron. Ap audi- 
ence of average intelligence can enjoy them.

AT HOME, 

THE PECULIARITY OF OUR MUSICAL SEASON, 
as compared with those of Eastera cities, is its 
spasmodic character. We go from one extreme 
to another. Week before last we had seven con- 
certs in five days by Theodore Thomas. Las! 
week we hadasingle concert by the Amphbion 
Quartette. This week. after to-day, the field is 
barren. Meanwhile the Eastern cities are liter- 
ally reveling in music. The advertising page of 
the New York 7Jribune, for instance, gives the 
announcements of the Wachtel German opera 
troupe, the Kellogg English opera, Titiens, in 
concerts and oratorio, Gilmore’s Concert Garden. 
the Grau opera bouffe, Arabella Goddard's piano 
recitals, the White-Cervapte’s concerts, Thomas’ 
symphony concerts, aod so on; while in Boston 
Hans von Bulow is driving the Hubbites crazy, 
not to speak of a score or more of other musical 
entertainments. Of course, we shall have the 


| best of these, but they come late in the season 


and at jong intervals. The next prominent fea- 
ture of local interest will be the performances 
of Nicolai’s three-act opera, 
‘* {HE MERRY WIVES OF WINDSOR,” 
by the Liederkranz Society, under the direction 
of Hans Balatka, at McVicker’s Theatre, com- 
mencing Noy. 8. As this opera has never been 
given bere but once, andis unfamiliar to. opera- 
goers. 8 few words concerning it will be of ioter- 
est. The libretto nas composed by Dr. Mosenthal, 
one of the most popular play-writers in Ger- 
many, some of whose works, as, for instance, 
** Leah, the Forsaken,” bave been given with 
immense success on the stages of England, 
France, and America. The plot is founded on 
the Soakspearean comedy of the same name, the 
sCenes Of which haye been slightly aitered for 
the purposes of opera. Sir John falstaff writes 
two love-lette.s simultaneously to Mrs. /ord 
and Mrs, P These ladies concoct a plot to 
lure bim into a trap, in order to punish 
bim for his temerity. Hs escape from 
the search of a jealous husband by concealing 
himself in a basket of soiled linen is one of the 
most laughable features of the first act. A sec- 
ond feigned love-letter from Mrs. Ford brings 
him into another scrape. Not knowing Mr. 
Ford, Falsiaff brags to him of bis success with 
Mrs. Ford, and telis him of bis new appointment 
with her, at which he is of course surprised by 
Mr. Ford. He escapes a second time, disguised 
as an old woman, but receives a sound beating at 
the bands of the infuriated husband. The overa 
ends with the well-known fairy extravaganza of 
the comedy. The musicis by Otto Nicolai, one 
of the most celebrated operatic composers of 
Germany. His * Templar” and particularly his 
“Merry Wives” are alwavs great favorites with 
all op*:@-goers, Nicolai’s gareer ss a musician was 
very brilliant, he hevinute n engaged for a long 
time as chief couductur of the Imperial Opera in 
Vienna. When at the beight of his fame 
he received a call to take charge of 
the Grand Royal Opera in Berliv, a position 
equally remunerative and honorable. It was 
bere that be c.m his masterpiece, ** The 
Merry Wives of Windsor.” The music, although 
light and very pleasing throughout, 1s always el- 
egant and sparkling. It enters into the spirit of 
the libretto so happily and trutbfauily that it nev- 
er fails to delight not only the amateur, but also 
the orthodox-musician. The comic situations 
which abound in this opera are musically ex- 
pressed in the most natural and vivid manner. 
In the whole repertoire of the comic opera it 
wonld be difficult to find anything equal to the 
buffo duetin the second act, in which Falstaff 
boaste to Mr. Ford, whom he takes to be anoth- 
er person, of his success with Mrs. Ford.

ABROAD. . 
VON BULOW’'S DEBUT. 
Dr. Von Bulow made his debut last Monday 
evening in Boston with great success. We take 
from the New York Tribune the following sketch 


of the player and his playing: 

Von Butow certainly has the most wonderfull y-de- 
veloped technique of any man who ever played in 
this country. Of that there can be no doubt. He is 
probably a man of muvh higher and more widely- 
extended culture than any musician we have ever 
heard; preeminentiy a mn of the world, end 
a gentleman “to the manner born.” There is 
not one of these qualities that doeg not make 
itself felt in his playing. His esse is so great— 
not merely his technical ease in handiing the key- 
board, but his intellectual grasp‘of what he 
is playing—that astonishment is the last feeling 
he awakens in us. Never before did pianoforte- 
playing seem so easy. After the first ten bars we for. 
get entirely that it is Von Bulow that we have come co 
hear. We listen to the music with as exciusive an in- 
terest as if we had heard Von Bulow all our lives, 
were rather intimate with him than otherwise, and he 
was showing us some new piece, with a view to in- 
teresting usin it. We have never seen a player who 
sunk himself in the composer so completely. He 
gives you the music, the whole music, and nothing 
but the mumoe, of whatever he is playing; and as be 
seems entirely to forget himself in playing, 80 do we 
forget him in listening. Tae composition is all in all 
for the moment. 

To judge from his playing of the great Beethoven's 
E-flat Major Concerto (tue first piece he played), he is 
the most entirely satisfying player of eetaoven that 
we have yet heard, or can iuteet well imagine, and we 
have by no means forgotten Anton Rubinstein’s piay- 
ing of the Sonata, Opus ill. From the beginning to 
the end of the great Concerto every note drew 
blood, Such power, sin’plicity, and total abeence of 
striving after effect, can hardiy be imagined. Ru. i.- 
stein was often great, often overwheim ogly passion- 
ate, sometimes exaggetatediy boisterous, always 
wonderful. No matter what he did, he left us aston- 
ished either at his greatness or our own lttiencss 
Von Bulow does not astonish us in the least { we have 
no time to oe astonished while listeningtohim. He 
claims our whole attention, and rivets it upon the mu- 
sic, not upon the performance. He is a most whole- 
some, manly player, a man _ to hear every day in the 
year and not grow tired of. Not the least of a sensa- 
tionalist, even in Liszt’s madcap Hungarian Fantasia,

for a moment to be showing off. An astounding piece 
of com that same Fantasia is; brilliant every- 
where, at times exciting to « high degree, at times 
quaint, coquettish, and fascinating, but so over- 
loaded with embroidery!

That was his 
immense command over the orchestra. He was the 
life, soul, and head-centre of the whole business.

STATUETTES. 
COMPARATIVE MERITS OF DIFFERENT MATERIALS. 

The comparative merits of ~ Parian Marble,” 
** Bisque,” porcelain, and plaster of Paris, for 
statuettes and reproductions of sculptured 
works, were discussed in these columns some 
weeks ago. It was shown that while Parian is a 
pleasing and fine material for purely decorative 
purposes, it is of comparatively little value for 
serious artistic uses, plaster of Paris being the 
best material where the object ie to procures 
trustworthy copy of a fine original. The defect 
of Parian is its great shrinkage under baking, 
amounting to one-third or one-fourth the linear 
dimenvsions, and con ently to not less than 
half the solid dimensio That is, if a cube of 
Parian should go into the oven 4 inches square, 
it would come out not more than 8 inches in each 
dimension, and the solid contents, compared 
wit the original size, would be as 27 to 64. By 
‘solid content2,” of course, simply cubic meas- 
ure is intended, for all Parian is hollow. 

Under this astonishing shrinkage it is wonder- 
ful that Parian retains any leeness to the 
original at all, but it does preserve the general 
form very well, and often exhibits great sharp- 
ness of line. Itis when there is a severe de- 
mand for accuracy that Parian fails. For the 
use of the artist, who needs temporary models, 
aod for many of the purposes of the connoisseur, 
plaster is entirely satsfactory. Some of the 
finest museums of statuary in the world are 
furnished priocipally with fine plaster caste from 
antique statues. But the extreme fragility of 
plasser unfits it for use in permanent and 
‘* original” works of seulpture, and is a consid- 
erable drawback even in the humbler sphere of 
statuteites and household ornament. A sound, 
durable material, cheaper tban marble or brovoze, 
is needed for these thirgs, aad sucb a materral is 
found io terra-cotta, the artistic value of which 
1s too little uaderstood in this countrv, though 
in foreign countries, and especially in France, it 
almost supersedes plaster. 

TERRA-COTTA, 

being essentially nothing in the world but clay 
vaced hard, the same material with common 
bricks, has been in use from time immemorial, 
and, as it is one of the most indestructible sab- 
stances kuown, presenting absolute resistance to 
lire aud decay, and as strong, the oest of it, as 
granite rock, there are specimens of it pre- 
served which date from tbe remotest antiquity, 
and every subsequent age has left records of its 
artistic status in this universal and everlasting 
medium. 

An old Sanscrit poem says of the bero, ‘‘ He 
still possesses excellent borses, aad he loves 
them so well that he fashions them ont of clay; 
he alzo pats horses of many colors.” The 
Etruscar.s left a vast number of works of art and 
ornament in terra cotta, an important example 
of which is a tomb with recumbenot statues now 
in the museum of Napoleon IIL. in the Louvre. 
On tombs of jater date there are many such fig- 
ures, and the head is detached, so that it is 
supposed that the relatives of the deceased 
selected from a miscellaneous supply at the 
po.ter’s a head resembling more or less the de- 
parted. This wouid not be aitogether im>ossi- 
ble, for among the thousaod nude Cretan statues 
in the Metropolitan Museum of New York, it is 
possible to select fair likenesses of Napoleon, 
Gen, Grant, etc. In this seme New York coilec- 
tion, among the Di Cesnola antiquities, are pum- 
berless terra-cottas, especially ancient . 
I'he Greeks and Romans decorated the f 
of their houses witno bas-reliefs in terra-co: ta, 
often very beautiful; the Itahan Renaissance in 
its turn was very entbusiastic about busts and 
statuettes in terra-cotta, and the famous works 
of the Delia Robbias were iu part the application 
of enamel to terra-cotta. Not to pursue farther 
the history of a material eo generaily used, there 
is at toe present time a strong movement to- 
wards ite rev.val for artistic uses in this coun- 
try, a movement in wnich Chicago may claim to 
be in the van. Wa!ter Smith, the State Durec- 
tor of Art Education in Massachusetts, writes as 
follows : 

Of terra-cotta,or burot earth, which the artist and the 
art connoisseur love, as they do all good . little 
practical use has yet been made. If opportunities 
be ever given here for the highest class of professional 
study, it is one of the desires I feel to resuscitate the 
noble art of terra-cotta upon American soil, You ma 
reduce all the pictures in the world to tinder ; meit 
the bronze statues until they ran im the gutters; cal- 
cine the marble statues with plaster of Paris; burn all 
the buildings into lime; and allanimal creatures and 
vegetation into ashes; and all this while terra-cotta 
will giow red-hot, and remain uninjured, and cool 
down again into the shape we fashioned it. It is the 
noblest of all vehicles for tle expression of art. It 
may te difficult to decide what else it is we do which 
would ‘be even comparatively a in any great 
universal shock or a relapse into barbarism. 
rHE STRENGTH OF CAREFULLY MADE TERRA-COTTA 
is astonishing. Some specimens experimen.ved 
upon io London in 1851 yielded only to a 
crushing seight of 400 tons to the square foot, 
—that 1s, the material proved itself as strong as 
good granite and several times as strong as 
sand or lime stone. When the flexibility, the 
strength, and the endurance of this substance 
are taken into account, its possibilities as an ar- 
tistic material are c:early manifest. : 

In the ‘*‘Chefs-d’(avies of the Indostrial 
Arts,” by Philippe Burty, occurs a passage which 
8 worth quoting, not only because of :ta general 
praise of cerra-cotta, but because it makes men- 
tion in the first sentence of one of its most pe- 
culiar and valuable properties : 

Earth can be forced intoa mold, and the sculptor 
then can and should, while it is yet moist and maliea- 
bie, retouch and give ita new surface. Such proofs 
have for this reason more individuality and rarity 
than the proofs of a bronze which is only retouched 
by a profes:ional carver. Terra-cotta has less rigidity 
than brofize, less uniformity than marble. Its tone is 
warmer, and its surface, imperceptibly grained, has 
none of those reflex lights, the great effect of which is 
dependent upon large surfaces, It is eminently a ma- 
terial for objects of a familiar character. Pajon and 
Houdon have shown us what sort of style can be ob- 
tained in terra-cotta. Let our artists uss bronze for 
heroic, marble for ideal, stataes, but take the clay and 
modeling-tool more oftenin hand to reproduce the 
features of their contemporaries,or embody some 
pleasing fantasy. 

In order to understand the process alluded to 
of retouching by the artisc it is necessary to 
know something of the ordinary 

PROCESS OF MANUF aCTURE 

of terra-cotta statues and designs, which is in 
brief this: A fine suitable clay having been 
selected—which is found in various parts of 
indiana, and also near here—it is gronnd aod 

ugged like brick ciar, ooly more carefully. 
Then, mixed with water toa flexible, not fluid, 
condition, it is pressed into plaster molds, 
made, for objects of any complicated fora, in 
pieces—what are known to modelers as “ piece- 
molds "—and the moids are not filled solid, 
but lined with clay of uniform thickness, so as 
to form a hollow cast. Tois lass 
necessary to avoid twisting and 
firing. The compieted cast, wi 
tbe mold aod partially dried in the air, is baked 
in @ kiln from five to seven days, during whica 
itis trought to a white heat, and gradually 
cooled down again. 

A fuller description of the process may be 
found in Arthur Beckwith’s report on’ * Pottery 
in the international Extiotion, London, 1871.”

There 
was a large crowd, but not by any means as ex- 
tensive or so enthusiastic as that which gathered 
in Tarner-Hali Friday evening. Im fact, there 
was very little exatement, and even the speakers 
could not muster up any great degree of ep- 
thusiasm, or attract the sympathy of the an- 
dience, Mr. Hesing alone secured a little ap- 
plause, and he did not earn even that, for he 
simply reiterated the words which he had already 
spoken in the previous meeting. 

The assemblage was calied to order at 8 
o'clock, and Mr. F. H. Winston was elected 
Chairman.

mounted the platform, and expressed his delignt 
at seeing so large an audience before him. It 
showed him that the people of Chicago are 
awake to their interest and to the 
interest of political affaire.. He was be- 
fore them as a citizen of forty-one 
yoars staoding. His first vote was cast in 1834, 
when that old statesman, Henry Clay, was nomi- 
nated for President. When he said that he 
voted for him be would ada that he never re- 
gretted that vote. Today he was a candidate 
for County Treasurer, believing that as a citizen 
he had a right to offer himself as a candidate for 
any Office, leaving it with the people to vote for 
oragainsthim.

THE COMMUNISTS. 
THEY TURN THEIR BACKS ON MB. HESING. 

The Communists, who have been dormant for 
some time past, have again awakened from their 
slumbers, and last evening they held a large 
mass-meeting at No, 529 Milwaukee avenne. 
What has aroused (hem this time and infused new 
life into their organization is the nomination of 
their arch-enemy, Mr. A. ©. Hesing, for the 
office of County Treasurer. Though they are 


not sufficiently organized sor strong enough at 
the present time, stil! they could not allow the 


election to pass without making some kind of 
demonstration, and to show that they are still 


alive. 
The meeting was organized by the election of 


Mr. J. Webeking as Chairman, and Mr. Carl 


Asmus as Secretary. 
The Chairman stated that the meeting had 


been called for the purpose of discussing the 
election and its importance to the workingmen. 


Again they stood on the eve of an election con- 
test where the hdtde of office-seekers, or by 
whatever name these benefactors of the people 
were cailed, fought each other for the spoils, 
and as usual again they promised re- 
lief from all possidle evils. Should they, 
the workingmen, allow themselves longer 
to be led around by leadivg-strings? Should 
they longer believe tnose scoundrels would they 
continue to help to weave the rope which was 
destined to ultimatelv strangle them. Was it 
not almost time that the people themselves be- 
gan to take m band their destinies, to destrov 
the power of the robber band? If they looked 
at those politiciaus they would find théy were 
the same who bad always swindied them. There- 
fore they must gather together and show by 
turning out in large numbers that they were 
tired of being used as tools any longer by such 
persons to carry out their dirty projects. 
MR. FETTES 
was then introduced as the first speaker. He 
said they hsd assembled to consider what action 
the workingmen should take in the comiug 
election. They all knew that the politicians as 
a class were a set of egotistica!, selfish, and ig- 
norant thieves, who cared nothing whatever for 
the welfare of the people. The office of County 
Treasurer was worth about $100,000 a year, and 
the candidates who were seeking the office did 
it merely for the spoils, to be enabied to live in 
grand and extravagant style. Such a man as A. 
C. Hesing, who had changed politica as 
often as 2a chameleon changes colors, 
could not represent the people, and had 
nothing in common with them. As long 
as be was the owver of a large sawmill be was 
in favor of building up the city with frame 
buildings, and it was still in everybody’s memo- 
ry when he marched at the head of a mob to the 
Council Chamber to coerce the Council to do his 
bidding. But since he failed in that business, 
and he po longer owned the sawmill, he was the 
strongest advocate of making the fire-limits co- 
extensive with the city limits. |Applause.) From 
such ap egotistical man they could expectnothing 
whatever. That such selfish robbers were al- 
lowed to rule in this country was the principal 
cause that we bac still bard times, though the 
crops had been unusually good. The people 
must rally and drive this bandful of 
bloodsuckers into their holes. [Applause.] It was 
an outrageous sbame that such a state of affairs 
as that existing now was permitted. None but 
the workingmen themselves were to blame for 
it. If they would only come out and do tbeir 
duty like men and good citizens, these thieves 
would be out of existence soon, and be heard of 
no more. The politicians lived in princely style, 
and even their stables were furnished and car- 
peted better than the best habitations of the 
workingmen. Tobring about a cuange, they 
must unite and organize, and show that they 
were good citizens of this great Republic, and 
head the welfare of the whole people at heart. A 
politician would twist and turn, and make 
them believe he was an angel as long 
as he conld thereby gain his object. 
These men must be shunned and despised, 
no matter what they professed. They would 
probably accomplish nothing at this election, 
but ad the next, 1f they were properly organized, 
they could undoubtedly make themseelvee feit. 
[Great applause.) 
MR. JACOB WINNEN, 

the next speakeg referred to the speech of Mr. 
Hesing at Vorwort’s ‘Turner-Hall, where he pro- 
feesed to have been a faithful Repablican uatil 
the party became corrupt, and that numberiess 
offices of trust and honor were offered to him, 
which he bad always refused. Now, that state- 
ment was rather thin. Everybody knew that 
Hesing bad ouly been a Republican to fill his 
coffers, and because he did not get a fair show 
he left the party. Hesing, whonow stood at the 
head of the gamblers’ ticket, found it necessary 
to print in his papers lists of prom- 
inent persons who were io his favor and 
vouched for his honesty. Everybody 
understood that kind of swindie. Would these 
men allow their names to be used for such pur- 
poses if they were held respousible for what Mr. 
Hesing might steal, aud, in case they could not 
make up the deficit, were imprisoned for it? 
[Great applause.) The elections, as carried ov 
in this city. were but a fraud and delusion. No 
one was elected at these elections ; the candi- 
dates were ai] elected previously in private caa- 
cuses. Hesing also denied that he was a bank- 
rupt. That was anotber damnable lie. He fail- 
ed in Cincinnati and in the saw-mmil business in 
this city, defrauding the poor workingmen of 
their hard-earned wages. Hesing, more than 
avy other politician, was the canse of the present 
deplorable condition of the workingmen 
in thie citv.. Throagh his instrumentality 
the odious laws under which the workingmen 
were pow suffering were passed, and he should 
be heid to account for it. The centennial anni- 
versary of the establishment of this Republic 
was a good chance for the workiogmeu to ac 
complish something and throw off the yoke 
which hag bent them down so long. They must 
come out at once and organize and place the la- 
borers on the throne, and drive the capitalists 
from power. The fivancial issue was another 
bid by the thieving politicians to get the vote of 
the workingmen. What did the workingmen 
care whether the money was paper or gold, as 
long as they had neither? All that they cared 
was that they snould get their hon- 
est dues aud the benefit of  thoir 
labor.

The 
navy invalid roll is 1,636. at a total annual rate 
of $153,613. The Commissioner recommends 
more careful medical examination. It is esti- 
mated that y December, 1875, there will be 
12,500 appli for i of pension under 
the new law. It has been discovered that 
a large number of persons evade the law, and 
draw pensions while hving in a condition of mar- 
riage, to all intents and purposes, but 
without actual marrioge under the law. An 
amendment of this law is recommended to 
the effect that evidence of cohabitation should 
be sufficient to drop the widow pensioner from 
the roils.

Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 
Jerrenson Crrr, Mo., Oct. 23.—The biggest 
biow which the whisky ring of St. Louis has re- 
ceived was struck to-day in the convic- 
tion of Col, Jonn A. Joyce, ex-Revenue 
Agent, upon an indictment for frauds io 
the Revenue Department. Joyce is by 
far the sharpest and boldest man 
in the ring, and the Government authorities, 
since the inception of the whisky suits, have 
made stronger efforts for bis conviction than 
that of anv other indicted official. On the other 
hand, Joyee had made elaborate prep- 
arations for defense, employing the best 
counsel to be had, and sparing no 
money or labor to make a case for himeelf that 
would defy the efforts of Goveroment attorneys. 
Joyce was 
CONFIDENT OF BEING ACQUITTED, 

and it is an undoubted fact that the testimony 
whith was adduced on the trial gave 
him good reason to believe that 
it would be impossible for the 
jury to convict. Even the worst enemies of 
Joyce were astonished at the ‘weakness of the 
vestim.onv against him, and bot few entertained 
. a belief that the verdict would be adverse to 
him. . Undoubtedly it was the instructions 
of United States Judge Krekel to 
the jary that did the work, and, 
as these instructions bave a very important bear- 
ing on the otber whisky cases in Missouri and 
elesewhere, they are sentin full. The court

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON- 
ONLY A FORETASTE. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Wasaincton, D. C., Oct. 23.—The revenue 
authorities to-night received information that 
Joyce, the ring-leader of the Whisky ring, has 
peen found guilty by the jury on every count in 
the indictment. The officials here express much 
gratification at the result, as they 
claim that the evidence against 
bim could not be impeached. Recent 
propositions have been made to the Govern- 
ment bere by the St. Louis Whisky Ring, which 
bave served to explain the attitude of the ring 
to the former Federal officials in 8t. Louis. 
The distillers claim that they were gross- 
ly misled by the Federal officials, who 
managed the ring; that these persons 
pretended to have bribed everybody at Washing- 
ton, from the highest to the lowest; that entire 
immunity from any violation of law would be 
guaranteed ; that there would be no seizures, no 
arrests, no indictments. no punishment; and 
that upon the strength of these infamous repre- 
sentations the distillers permitted themselves 
to be blackmsiled for years without mercy. Bev- 
erai of these distillers have 

VOLUNTEERED TO TURN STATE'S EVIDENCE 
against the entire St. Leuis Ring, and to pay 
large sums to compromise if they can be saved 
from the Penrtentiary, buat the Treas- 
ary Department is not disposed to 
entertain petitions for either compromise or 
clemency.

St. Louis Bas One of a Shameless 
Character. 

Sr. Lovrs, Mo., Oct. 23.—The following is an 
editorial published in the Journal this evening : 

“A Suametess Monopoty.—Recent events 
Would seem to indicate that the great 
bridge, from which the people ex- 
pected so much in the way of breaking down 
monopolies oppressive to St. Louis and 
the people of the entire West, 
is not only itself one of the most grinding mo- 
nopolies with which this country is cursed, but 
is in league with other monopolies in oppressing 
the people. This fact is made apparent by the 
recent action of the Bridge Company in refusing 
to sllow the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph 
Company to cross the bridge with their 
wires. This Telegraph Company, which 
proposed’ to compete with the Western 
Union, and thus offer to the people 
increased facilities and better telegraphic rates. 
bas slready extended its lines from New York to 
San Francisco, by the way of Chicago and Cim- 
cinnati, sonnecting with all the principal cities 
of the Union except St. Louis. We should long 
ago have had these newlines but for some 
hocus-pocus between the Bridge Company and 
the Western Union Telegiaph Company, through 
which the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company 
have been prevented from bringing their 
tine across the bridge. After many fruitless 
attempts to reach an understandime with the 
Bridge Company, the new Telegraph Company 
yesterday morning, believing themselves in the 
right, croesed the bridge with their wires, and 
connected with St. Louis. Yesterday evening 
the bridge monopoliste tore down the wires, and 
left St. Lovie again to the mercy of the 
Western Union. This favorntism shown by 
the Bridge Company to a ~powerfal 
monopoly is in keepimg with the management 
which has branded the Company as selfish, 
grasping, short-sighted, and reckless of the in- 
terests of the people. We shal! present at a fu- 
ture time the facts and figures which shal! place 
the management of this shameiess bridge mo- 
nopoly before the people, who fortunately have 
a way of escape offered them in the recent action 
of Mr. H. C. Creveling, President of the Wiggin 
Perry Transfer Company.”

BASE BALL. 
A VITAL QUESTION ror 1876. 

A glance over the bail-field for the season now 
nearly closed presents a problem for 1876 of 
more than ordinary importance to the game as 
an exhibition. At the beginning of this season 
thirteen clubs entered for the championship ; 
three have disbanded, and three more—the At- 
lantic, New Haven, and St. Louis Reds—are out 
of the championship race by reason of not bhav- 
ing played any return games. Of the last-named 
three, the Atlantics are 

A SAMPLE OF TOO MANY PROFESSIONAL CLUBS ; 
they had never any organization, any associa- 
tion, any backing, or any elements of permanen- 
cy or responsibility of any kind ; they were sim- 
ply a gang of amateurs and rejected profession- 
als, who played such clubs as they could get to 
come to them. and shared the proceeds, They 
were not even a mob, fora mob must havea 
head. During the season so far they have played 
thirty-eight diferent men in their nine, and it 
has been too evident that whenever a game was 
to come off some one went out into the high- 
ways and byways and picked up almost the first 
nine he met. Noone supposes that they ever 
intended to play any Western games; they sim- 
ply entered the ring to force clubs to play as 
many games as possible with them, they taking 
two-thirds the receipts as on home ground. No 
large audiences have attended their games, be- 
cause nobody felt any interest in the gang, and 
firrt-clase visiting clube under heavy expense 
have loat money every time they played wit 
them, while the two-thirds which went to the 
gaog was reason enough to induce them to get 


on as many games as they could. 
A great part of this same descriptiog would 


apply to 
THE ST. LOUIS REDS, 

whose manager is said to have announced in 
March that he did not intend to go East at all. 
The clubin question was formed by a man who 
thought he could make something out of a ball 
field on some ground controlled by him. In 
forming the club the manager calculated on 
nothing more than a few games on his own 
ground and then acountry tour. 

The case of the New Haven Club was some- 
what different, and their fault appears to 
have been more that they went into 
the ball business without counting the 
cost than that they meant to 
deal unfairly with anybody. The town is too 
small to support a club, and yet the intevse ri- 
valry between it aod Hartford led to the estab- 
lishment of one which could not be sustained. 

Now this same trick is to be attempted in 1876.

Some of these enterprises may be atill-born, 
but others will spring up to take their places, 
and the Centennial year will be opened q@ith not 
less than a dozen and a haif professional clabs. 
This may be fun for the little faliows, but it will 
be doath to the first nine clubs named, who are 
really the only ones in the list who have much 
showing of permanency. 

It may be asked a edvent of more cinbs 
and a more general interestin the game will hurt 
it. The answer is 

STATISTICAL ; 
the ball season in Chicago laste about six 
months, or, in round numbers, 180 days. De- 
duct from this Sundays, rainy days, time used 
in traveling and in needed rest, and it wiil be 
seen that not more than ninety (or at the out- 
side 100) games can be played. The total ex- 
penee account of the Chicago Club for next year 
will approximate $28,000, and others in the ring 
will reach somewbat near the same figures. 
Tnus it may be seen that every champiooship 
game plaved by the Chicago Club in 1876 will 
cost the management not far from $300. 
Nine clubs have been referred to above 
as on «a solid basis ; ten games 
all around, as this year, would = give 
eighty games for each clab and forty for each 
city which sustains a club, and this would give the 
nines some leeway, to be used in playing 
amateurs or exhibiton games. On this plan 
every club of the nine first named could live re- 
spectably, pay good sararies, and perhaps a 
modest dividend, snd put the exhibition on « 
sound basis. 
ON THE OTHER HAND, 

if the whole gang be let in, half of the games 
will not pay expenses. The best clubs im the 
country have played championship games for 
receipts of $10, $20, €30, when their opponents 
were the second ciaes of clubs. Games of this 
class have been played this year with the St. 
Louis Reds, the Keokuks, the Washingtons, the 
Atlantics, and the New Havens. It doesn’t re- 
quire much figuring to see that this isa losing 
business where the game actually costs the firsc- 
class club from ten to twenty times what it takes 


1D, 

It may be noted that the Chicago Club played 
four gamesin Philadelphia on its present trip, 
and that their botel bills in the city during their 
stay were more by $60 than their receipts from 
allthe five games. This has® bearing on an- 
other poin: discussed further on. 

The question which agitates the club manage- 
ment is, 

“* WHAT CAN WE DO ABOUT IT ?” 

They see the trouble shead and are trying to 
work out their finaccial salvation. They know 
well enough that if eighteen clubs come into the 
ring next year, the poorest half of the list wi!! 
utterly swamp the whole and destroy the pros- 
pects of the whole game. At the same time, 
the managers say they can hardly see how to 
keep the duffers out. It bas been the custom to 
vote everybody in who applied, and unless some 
concerted action be at once taken the same thing 
will be done at the professional association this 
winter. 

The remedy is not difficult, and it lies in the 
hands of a few men. When the Professional 
Association meets it should at once adopt the 
following 
PRINCIPLES TO GOVERN THE CHAMPIONSHIP OON- 

TESTS 
for next year : 

First—No club should be allowed to enter for 
the championship unless it be backed bv a re- 
sponsible association, fins.ncially capable of finish- 
ing a season when begun. 

This, if adopted, would cut off the Atlantic 
Club and other co-operative frauds. 

Nociub should be admitted from a 
city of less size than 100,000 inhabitants, —ex- 
cepting only Hartford. 

his would cut off the New Havens and other 

clubs in places so smali that, under the most 

fevorable circumstances, « first-class club could 

eet expect to get its expenses paid for going 
em. 

Third—No two clube should be admitted from 
the same city. 

ihe evil effects of having more than one olub 
in a city have been shown in Philadelphia this 
year. First, the Centennials weot under, and 
then the Philadelphias and Athletics divided the 
interest, so that both of them have ended the 
season at a loss, | ape’ than poverty, and owing
